FART  I. 


Area.  There  lias  been  no  change  in  the  area  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  during  the  year  under  review. 

Population  of  Administrative  County.— As  in  the  previous  year 
the  Registrar  General  has  provided  for  each  District  two  estimates 
of  the  population.  The  “  death-rate  population  ”  excludes  all  non¬ 
civilian  males  who  were  serving  at  home  or  abroad,  and  the 
estimates  are  based  mainly  on  the  rationing  returns  provided  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food.  The  “  birth-rate  population  ”  is  intended  to 
include  all  elements  of  population  contributing  to  this  rate, 
and  consists  of  the  death-rate  or  civilian  population,  plus  all 
non-civilians  from  this  country  who  were  serving  at  home  or 
abroad ;  this  non-civilian  element  has  been  distributed  over  all 
the  districts  in  the  country  in  proportion  to  their  estimated  civilian 
population. 

In  normal  times  and  at  this  distance  from  the  previous  Census 
the  methods  of  estimating  the  population  give  inaccurate  results, 
and  the  difficulty  has  increased  during  the  war  period.  It  is 
desirable  in  the  interests  of  public  health  that  the  preliminary 
census  figures  will  be  available  in  connection  with  the  statistics 
for  the'  year  1920. 

Births. — -These  numbered  28,414  for  the  year  1919,  corres¬ 
ponding  to  a  rate  of  19-0  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population, 
which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  1918;  as  to  sex,  the 
distribution  was  14,492  males,  and  13,922  females.  The  birth¬ 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18-5  per  1,000.  The  natural 
increment  (i.e.,  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  7,976. 

Illegitimate  births  in  the  County  area  during  1919  totalled 
1,591,  against  1,520  in  1918,  and *1,339  in  1917,  equal  to  rates 
respectively  of  1-06,  1-00  and  0*94  per  thousand  estimated 
population. 

Table  I.  at  the  end  of  the  Report  displays  the  birth-rate 
for  each  Sanitary  District  in  the  County.  It  will  be  observed 
on  looking  over  column  7  of  this  table  that  some  notable  departures 
from  the  average  rate  occur  in  many  of  the  Districts.  No  less 
than  24  Districts  have  rates  varying  from  25-0  per  1,000  to  32-9 
per  1,000,  and  without  exception  these  Districts  are  associated 
with  the  coal -mining  industry. 

There  are  26  Districts  in  which  the  birth-rates  vary  from 
8-5  to  11-7  per  1,000 ;  these  curiously  are  connected  with  the 
textile  industry,  though  a  few  are  agricultural. 
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Deaths. — The  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  Administrative 
County  totalled  20,438  (males  10,254,  females  10,184),  giving  a 
rate  of  14-2  per  1,000;  this  is  4-4  per  1,000  below  the  rate  for 
1918.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1919  was 
13-8  per  1,000.  Reference  to  Table  I.  at  the  end  of  the  Report  will 
show  that  here  again  are  wide  divergencies  from  the  average  rate 
for  the  County,  some  23  Districts  having  a  death-rate  of  from  ( 
17-0  to  21-0  per  1,000,  whilst  in  a  number  of  Districts  the  death- 
rate  was  under  11-0  per  1,000. 

During  1919,  2,495  deaths  were  distributed  amongst  the 
Districts  in  the  County  under  the  Registrar  General’s  system  for 
securing  the  transference  of  deaths  to  their  proper  districts. 

Infantile  Mortality. — During  1919  there  were  2,842  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  the  County  area,  corresponding 
to  a  rate  of  100  per  1,000  registered  births  ;  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  89  per  1 ,000  births.  The  infant  death  rate  has  been 
calculated  for  every  district  in  the  County  in  Table  I.  (see  end  of 
Report)  and  a  reference  to  the  last  column  of  that  table  will  showr 
that  many  districts  exceed  the  average  ;  some  sixteen  recorded  a 
death-rate  of  over  140  per  1,000  births.  The  followiilg  list  shows 
the  districts  in  which  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  150  or  more, — 
South  Crosland  (150),  Ripon  City  (150),  Pontefract  Borough  (150), 
Castleford  (153),  Whitley  Upper  (167),  Shelf  (190),  Hoylandswaine 
(200),  and  Todmorden  Rural  (243).  A  glance  down  the  Table  will 
show,  however,  that  there  was  a  large  number  of  districts  in 
which  the  infant  death-rate  was  abnormally'  low'.

No  less  than  527  of  the  above  samples  were  milk,  and  409  of 
these  were  submitted  under  the  arrangement  whereby  the  County 
Council  defrays  the  cost  of  analysis,  and  conducts  any  subsequent 
legal  proceedings. 

Sampling  List. — Having  regard  to  the  conditions  now  pre¬ 
vailing  a  revised  list  of  Foods,  Food  Accessories,  Drugs,  etc., 
has  been  compiled  after  conference  with  the  Public  Analyst, 
and  sent  out  to  the  County  Inspectors  for  use  during  1920. 

Milk  and,  Cream  Regulations. — These  are  designed  to  secure 
that  no  preservative  shall  be  added  to  milk,  or  to  cream  containing 
less  than  35  per  cent,  by  weight  of  milk  fat,  at  any  stage  from  the 
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place  of  production  to  that  of  delivery  to  the  purchaser.  In  the 
case  of  cream  containing  over  35  per  cent,  of  milk  fat,  the  addition 
of  boric  acid,  borax  or  a  mixture  of  these  preservative  substances, 
or  hydrogen  peroxide,  is  not  prohibited  by  the  Regulations,  but 
is  subject  to  a  system  of  declaration  so  that  preserved  cream  as 
an  article  of  commerce  shall  in  all  stages  be  differentiated  from 
cream  to  which  no  ^preservative  has  been  added.  All  of  the 
milk  samples  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  were 
examined  for  preservatives,  and  in  only  one  case  was  any  found, 
the  amount  being  so  small  that  it  was  deemed  sufficient  to  caution 
the  vendor.  The  sale  of  cream  in  the  County  Area  was 
restricted  during  1919,  and  no  offence  against  the  Regulations 
was  observed. 


Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases. 

In  accordance  with  The  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1916,  a  Scheme  was  submitted  for  the  Diagnosis 
and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  the  West  Riding. 

In  spite  of  difficulties  and  obstacles  to  be  overcome  the 
following  appear  to  meet  the  requirements  as  a  basis  or  beginning  : 

Establishment  of  Treatment  Stations  ( 2  kinds). 

(a)  Those  where  definite  agreements  could  be  made  for 
all  services  i.e.,  General  Hospitals  in  the  various  County 
Boroughs,  particularly  Leeds  and  Sheffield  where  there  are 
Schools  of  Medicine,  also  Bradford,  Huddersfield  and  Halifax. 

(b)  Other  smaller  centres  where  the  accommodation 
would  be  provided  by  the  Hospital  Authorities,  but  advice 
and  treatment  would  be  given  by  a  Specialist,  duly  recognised 
by  these  Hospitals  and  paid  by  the  County  Council,  i.e. 
Wakefield,  Harrogate,  Keighley,  Doncaster  and  Goole,  with 
a  few  movable  Centres  like  Selby,  Pontefract  and  Barnsley. 

Distribution  of  Salvarsan  and  its  Substitutes  to  Medical 
Practitioners. — Through  its  Public  Health  Department,  the  County 
Council  to  issue  these  drugs  to  any  medical  practitioner  who 
produces  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  had  adequate  experience 
in  the  administration  of  them  by  intravenous  injection. 

t 

Bacteriology . — To  provide  facilities  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  Gonococci  and  Spirochaeta  Pallida,  or  of  Blood 
by  Wasserman  test,  and  for  the  supply  to  medical  practitioners 
of  outfits  for  the  proper  collection  and  transmission  of  same,  as 
well  as  to  enable  practitioners  to  have  the  advice  of  an  Expert 
if  requested. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds,  Bradford , 
Halifax  and  Sheffield  Infirmaries,  also  with  the  Royal,  Jessop 
and  Children’s  Hospitals,  Sheffield,  and  the  York  County 
Hospital,  whereby  West  Riding  patients  shall  receive  the  attention 
and  treatment  necessary  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council. 

Treatment  Centres  have  also  been  established  by  permission 
of  the  Hospital  Authorities  at  Dewsbury,  Doncaster,  Goole  and 
Keighley.  These  are  being  conducted  in  most  cases  by  local 
practitioners  of  considerable  experience  who  at  a  fixed  salary 
attend  the  Clinics  at  the  requisite  hours  and  perform  the  necessary 
duties. 

At  Huddersfield  and  Rotherham,  Centres  have  lately  been 
established  and  pending  an  agreement,  which  is  in  progress  of 
construction,  West  Riding  patients  are  being  treated  on  appli¬ 
cation  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  establish 
similar  Centres  at  the  Hospitals  in  Wakefield  and  Harrogate, 
but  at  Wakefield  in  default  of  this  an  ££  Ad  hoc  ”  Clinic  for  the 
combined  County  and  City  will  soon  be  opened.  The  authorities 
at  Harrogate  have  been  in  opposition  to  any  scheme  for  Venereal 
Diseases,  but  the  establishment  of  an  ££  Ad  hoc  ”  Clinic  there 
is  also  in  contemplation  by  the  County  Council. 

Barnsley  Corporation  have  submitted  a  scheme  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Centre  and  on  sanction  being  obtained 
the  County  will  according  to  its  scheme  co-operate  in  its  main¬ 
tenance. 

At  present  the  County  Council  have  in  view  the  advisability 
of  a  Treatment  Centre  at  Womb  well. 

The  Authorities  of  the  Pontefract  Dispensary  where  it  was 
hoped  to  open  a  Clinic  have  finally  decided  that  their  accommoda¬ 
tion  is  at  present  inadequate.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  apply 
for  sanction  to  open  an££  Ad  hoc  ”  Clinic,  no  other  hospital  being 
available  in  the  district. 

A  suitable  building  is  being  sought  for  in  the  Castleford 
area,  which  will  suffice  for  the  congested  population  in  and  around 
that  district,  and  ultimately  to  some  extent  relieve  Leeds. 

In  nearly  every  one  of  the  General  Hospitals  in  the  West 
Riding  area  the  accommodation  is  totally  inadequate  to  deal 
with  the  large  number  of  patients  in  attendance,  but  all  have 
extensions  in  progress,  including  facilities  for  irrigation  at  any 
hour  of  the  day.  At  present  in  some  of  the  Hospitals  this  is 
provided,  with  a  trained  attendant  in  waiting,  and  this  provision 
for  disinfection  is  being  utilised  to  an  increasingly  great  extent. 

The  County  Council  recognise  the  great  necessity  of  this 
Early  Treatment  Centre  and  are  active  in  pressing  for  its  provision. 
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At  the  smaller  Hospitals,  i.e.  Doncaster,  Keighley  and  Goole 
where  the  Clinic  is  held  weekly  or  bi-weekly,  the  rooms  are  open 
e  very  evening  for  irrigation  purposes  for  two  hours,  and  an  attendant 
who  has  been  instructed  by  the  Clinical  Officer  regarding  each 
separate  case,  is  present  and  all  antiseptic  precautions  are  taken. 

Experience  has  shown  that  good  results  will  be  obtained 
from  opening  up  these  Clinics  in  the  more  populous  parts  of 
outlying  districts.  There  the  medical  practitioners  are  quite 
eager  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  for  having  their  venereal 
disease  patients  treated  and  are  in  many  cases  active  in  attending 
themselves  for  Clinical  instruction  where  time  allows.  The 
patients  too  seem  to  value  the  more  complete  modern  treatment 
and  in  most  cases  are  regular  in  their  attendance,  though  there 
is  some  difficulty  in  a  number  of  cases  in  obtaining  a  continuity 
of  treatment  until  complete  recovery. 

Provision  of  Salvarsan  Substitutes. — The  number  of  medical 
practitioners  who  have  shown  evidence  that  they  possess  one  or 
other  of  certain  qualifications  shown  in  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  circular,  qualifying  them  to  obtain  Salvarsan  Substitutes 
free  of  charge,  for  administration  to  their  patients  is  now  23,  a 
considerable  increase  since  last  year.  The  number  of  doses  of 
Salvarsan  Substitutes  supplied  was  83. 

In  October,  1919,  Dr.  A.  W.  Frew  was  appointed  as  Specialist 
Venereal  Diseases  Officer  to  supervise,  and  when  necessary,  carry 
out  under  the  administration  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the 
special  treatment  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  the  West  Riding. 

Propaganda  and  Educational  Work. — In  the  early  part  of  the 
year  lectures  and  meetings  were  held  for  men  and  women  res¬ 
pectively;  for  the  Police  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Departments.  These  meetings  were  addressed  by  Dr. 
Victoria  Bennett  and  Mr.  Elliott,  Lecturers  for  the  National 
Council  for  Combating  Venereal  Diseases,  and  were  well  attended. 

The  Cinema  Film  “  The  End  of  the  Road,”  was  shown  at 
Wakefield,  and  a  Popular  Lantern  Lecture  was  given  at  which 
both  houses  were  crowded. 

In  other  parts  of  the  West  Riding  the  work  of  education  in 
these  matters  has  been  steadily  progressing  since  the  beginning 
of  the  autumn  months. 

At  Goole,  where  there  is  a  Treatment  Centre,  the  Cinema 
Film  “  The  End  of  the  Road  ”  has  been  shown,  and  also  at  Womb- 
well,  Pudsey,  Batley,  Mexborough,  Keighley,  Rawmarsh,  Dinning- 
ton,  Doncaster,  Pontefract,  Selby,  Brigbouse,  Saddleworth, 
Hemsworth,  Cudworth  and  Delph. 

Crowds  have  flocked  to  see  this  Educational  Picture  Drama, 
some  of  the  audience  no  doubt  from  curiosity  but  the  majority 
— judged  by  the  questions  asked — from  areal  desire  for  information. 
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The  County  Medical  Officer  gave  a  Lantern  Lecture  at  Keighley 
to  a  mixed  audience,  the  hall  being  filled,  many  having  to  be  turned 
away.  A  Treatment  Centre  has  since  been  opened  at  Keighley ; 
this  is  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Frew  and  patients  in  the  district 
are  taking  full  advantage  of  it. 

When  the  County  Medical  Officer  lectured  at  Pontefract  to 
men  only  the  audience  numbered  about  700. 

A  lecture  to  women  was  also  given  at  Pontefract  by  Or. 
Clara  Stewart  when  there  was  a  crowded  and  appreciative  audience. 

Dr.  Frew  has  lectured,  with  the  aid  of  a  lantern,  to  mixed 
audiences  and  to  men  only  at  Rawmarsh,  Hemsworth  and  Castle- 
ford,  and  in  each  place  the  audience  was  highly  encouraging. 

We  have  had  demonstrations  of  the  worth  of  this  propaganda 
work  in  the  number  of  patients  coming  and  writing  to  the 
Countv  Medical  Officer  for  consultation  and  advice.  Also  the 
number  of  patients  attending  the  Hospitals  in  the  Riding  where 
there  are  facilities  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  has  increased 
enormously  and  the  demand  for  treatment  Centres  is  becoming 
more  acute. 

Venereal  Diseases  Act ,  1917.—' This  Act  is  now  in  operation  but 
so  far  no  prosecutions  have  occurred  in  the  West  Riding  area.

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HOUSING. 


The  year  1919  has  been  eventful  in  regard  to  housing  matters 
and  the  profusion  of  legislation  thereon.  During  1918  the 
Government  had  been  looking  ahead  and  taking  steps  to  anticipate 
the  needs  of  the  country  generally  at  the  close  of  the  War,  and 
issued  various  Schemes  of  financial  assistance  to  Local  Authorities 
culminating  in  the  Circular  (6th  February,  1919)  outlining  the 
Government  help  to  relieve  Local  Authorities  of  any  annual 
deficit  in  so  far  as  this  deficit  exceeded  the  product  of  a  rate  of  Id. 
in  the  pound.  The  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  of  1919 
embodied  this  offer,  and  then  followed  a  plenitude  of  literature 
from  the  Government  Departments  including  memoranda  on  : — 

(a)  State  aided  Housing  Schemes. 

(b)  Conversion  of  houses  into  flats  for  the  working 

classes. 

(c)  Unfit  houses  and  unhealthy  areas  (policy  and  practice). 

(i d )  Legal  powers  and  duties  of  Local  Authorities. 

(e)  Some  16  Circulars  on  : — 

Borrowing  powers  by  Local  Authorities ;  Public 
Utility  Societies  and  Housing  Trusts. 

Valuation  of  Land  for  Housing  Schemes. 

Duties  of  Local  Authorities  and  County  Councils 

Rules  as  to  appeals  and  compulsory  purchase  of  land, 
etc. 

(/)  Nineteen  General  Housing  Memoranda. 

( g )  Eleven  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders. 

In  Circular  No.  8  (August)  the  President  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  (now  the  Ministry  of  Health)  drew  attention  to  the 
passing  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  of  1919,  and  gave  a 
general  resume  of  the  Act,  also  of  Form  (D.  89)  which,  if  it  had  been 
accurately  filled  up,  would  have  been  a  form  of  survey  showing 
the  housing  needs  of  each  district  throughout  England  and  Wales. 
Part  6  of  the  Form  was  to  be  considered  as  the  Schemes  of 
Local  Authorities  under  the  new  Act,  and  this  form  had  to  be 
returned  to  the  Regional  Housing  Commissioner  before  the  31st 
October,  1919 

As  most  of  the  Authorities  had  not  previously  carried  out 
proper  housing  surveys  of  their  districts  as  required  by  the  above 
Act,  and  did  not  institute  a  survey  for  the  purpose  of  the  Form 
(D.  89),  the  figures  returned  to  the  Housing  Commissioner  were  in 
most  cases  mere  guess  work  and  therefore  unreliable.  In  a  great 
many  instances  the  answers  to  the  questions  showed  that  the 
persons  preparing  the  replies  did  not  understand  the  questions 
and  were  clearly  out  of  touch  with  housing  data  with  the  result 
that  many  palpable  mistakes  were  made. 
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In  a  Circular  issued  to  County  Councils  (30th  August,  1919) 
the  Minister  of  Health  stated  that  in  order  to  avail  himself  of  the 
local  knowledge  of  County  Medical  Officers  he  was  desirous  of 
using  their  services  for  advising  the  Regional  Housing  Staff  on 
housing  matters  in  each  County  area,  and  also  for  the  holding  of 
Conferences  with  the  Housing  Commissioner.  These  have  been 
held  at  various  times  and  a  considerable  amount  of  extra  housing 
work  has  been  the  result,  especially  the  checking  of  the  returns  on 
Form  (D.  89)  which  were  required  to  assist  the  Commissioner  in 
classifying  and  reporting  on  each  district  as  to  whether  the  return 
was— 

(a)  Satisfactory. 

(b)  Satisfactory  as  an  instalment. 

(c)  Not  satisfactory  or  doubtful. 

Special  surveys  have  also  been  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the  Housing  Commissioner,  and  disappointingly  enough,  little 
or  no  reference  has  been  made  to  this  work  in  the  first  public  report 
of  the  Ministry  on  Housing. 

It  is  interesting  to  show  the  results  of  returns  made  by 
the  Local  Authorities  in  the  West  Riding  Administrative  Area  as 
regards  their  housing  needs  in  1917  as  compared  with  1919  which 
indicates  a  conversion  to  the  recognition  of  house  famine  : —

The  above  figures  show  that  Authorities  were  beginning  to 
revive  their  interest  in  housing,  there  being  in  round  figures  an 
increase  of  8,000  houses  inspected,  but  the  total  is  a  very  low 
one  compared  with  those  immediately  before  the  War,  viz.  : — 

1912  24,616 

1913  21,229 

1914  26,327 

and  it  is  desirable  now  that  detailed  surveys  of  each  Sanitarj^ 
District  should  be  made  so  that  the  Authorities  may  knowT  what 
their  obligations  are  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Forty-one  districts  (31  Urban  and  10  Rural)  had  not 
submitted  any  housing  scheme.  Before  the  War  5,000  houses  on 
an  average  were  built  per  annum,  so  that  during  the  year  1919 
the  total  of  the  tenders  approved  were  less  than  one -fifth  of  the 
number  of  houses  needed  annually  for  the  West  Riding  area. 

The  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  1919  numbered  643. 

The  activities  of  the  County  Department,  in  addition  to  the 
work  already  indicated,  comprise  generally  the  following  : — 

1.  Inspections  and  reports  on  the  Urban  Districts  of 

Barkisland,  Clayton  West,  Dodworth,  Hoyland  Nether, 
Hunsworth,  Rishworth,  Shepley,  Skelmanthorpe,  and 
Soyland ;  the  rural  parishes  of  Askham  Bryan, 
Allerton  Bywater  and  Appleton  Roebuck  in  the 
Tadcaster  Rural  District. 

2.  Conferences  were  held  by  the  Chairman  and  members 

of  the  Housing  Sub-Committee  with  the  Tickhill  Urban 
District  Council,  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Great  Ouseburn  in  regard  to  the  parishes  of  Great 
Ouseburn  and  Whixley. 

3.  Enquiries  were  also  made  in  regard  to  the  Urban  Dis¬ 

tricts  of  Cudworth,  Darfield,  Kirkheaton,  Monk 
Bretton,  Pontefract  and  Worsborough,  and  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Pontefract  and  Rotherham. 

4.  Sixty-one  cases  of  housing  defects  in  40*  districts  were 

dealt  with  in  relation  to  reports  provided  by  Health 
Visitors  and  School  Nurses. 
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Town  Planning. — Very  little  Town  Planning  work  was  done 
by  the  West  Riding  Authorities  in  1919.  The  Hunslet  Rural 
District  Council  applied  for  permission  to  town -plan  the  parish  of 
Middleton,  which  parish  has  been  absorbed  by  Leeds. 

The  Rural  District  Council  of  Rotherham  had  five  schemes 
under  consideration  covering  an  area  of  20,584  acres. 

The  Shipley  Urban  District  Council  gave  notice  that  they  were 
preparing  a  Town  Planning  Scheme  in  concert  with  Landowners. 

It  might  be  here  mentioned  that  the  Corporation  of  Leeds 
sought  to  include  a  portion  of  the  Urban  District  of  Horsforth  in 
one  of  their  Town  Planning  Schemes. 

County  Borough  Extensions.— A  large  amount  of  time  and 
work  was  given  by  the  Department  in  preparing  material  for  the 
Legal  Department,  and  particularly  in  the  proposed  extension^ 
of  Barnsley,  Wakefield,  and  Halifax.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 


The  total  number  of  specimens  examined  in  the  Laboratory 
during  the  year,  including  those  from  the  County  Boroughs  of 
Halifax,  Dewsbury,  Wakefield  and  Barnsley,  was  17,513.  The 
number  of  specimens  (exclusive  of  Venereal  specimens  which 
are  given  below)  examined  for  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury 
was  985  at  a  cost  of  £79  lbs.  6d.  to  the  authority;  the  number 
examined  for  the  County  Borough  of  Wakefield  was  588,  the  cost 
to  the  Authority  being  £54  8s.  Od.  The  following  table  shows 
the  number  of  specimens  of  different  kinds  examined  during  each 
Quarter  of  1919

During  the  year  181  specimens  were  received  which  required 
biological  examination. 


Diphtheria. — During  the  year,  7,905  swabs  were  examined  for 
the  Diphtheria  bacillus.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Prac¬ 
titioners  submitted  4,197  specimens  from  suspected  cases  and 
convalescents  of  which  889  were  positive. 

The  School  Medical  Inspectors  submitted  24  swabs  from 
suspected  cases  among  children  attending  school  and  in  2  cases 
the  result  was  positive. 

Central  Staff  collected  17  swabs  in  connection  with  school 
outbreaks  of  diphtheria  and  in  1  case  the  result  was  positi\e. 

Enteric  Fever. — Examination  for  the  Widal  Reaction ,  During 
the  year  361  specimens  of  blood  were  examined  for  the  Widal 
Reaction  and  138  were  found  to  give  a  positive  result. 

Examination  for  the  Bacillus  Typhosus. — The  number  of 
specimens  examined  for  the  Bacillus  typhosus  was  154  and  con 
sisted  chiefly  of  samples  of  urine  arid  faeces  from  convalescent 
cases  and  suspected  carriers.  Of  these  1  specimen  of  urine  was 
found  to  contain  the  Typhoid  bacillus. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. — Two  specimens  (1  of  urine  and  1  of 
faeces)  were  examined  for  the  Bacillus  paratyphosus  with  negative 
result. 

Dysentery. — Four  specimens  of  faeces  were  examined  for 
Bacillus  Dysenteriae  with  negative  result  in  each  case. 

Tuberculosis. — Sputum.  The  number  of  specimens  of 
sputum  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  was  4,581  and  in  973  the 
bacillus  was  found. 

Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Practitioners  submitted  1,972 
specimens,  the  Tuberculosis  Staff  2,597  (from  Sanatoria  1,062,  and 
from  Dispensaries  1,535)  and  12  specimens  were  received  from 
Hospitals. 

Urine. — Eighty  specimens  of  urine  from  suspected  cases 
of  tuberculosis  of  the  kidney  and  bladder  were  examined  and  in 
14  the  bacillus  was  found. 

Other  Specimens. — The  remaining  specimens  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli  were  21  of  pus,  7  of  pleural  fluid,  2  of  faeces,  1  of 
hydrocele  fluid,  1  fluid  from  knee  and  1  swab  from  tonsils.  In 
five  of  these  the  tubercle  bacillus  was  found. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis. — Milk. — Fifteen  specimens  of  milk 
(13  from  individual  cows  and  2  mixed)  were  examined  and  2 
were  found  to  contain  the  tubercle  bacillus. 

Other  Specimens. — Forty-nine  specimens  were  examined 
namely : — 27  of  glands,  5  of  lung,  4  of  bone,  2  of  liver,  2  of  kidney, 
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2  growths  from  abdominal  wall,  2  of  spleen,  1  of  udder,  1  of  cheek, 

1  of  nasal  membrane,  1  of  intestine,  and  1  of  pus.  In  17  of  these 
the  tubercle  bacillus  was  found. 

Ringworm, — The  number  of  specimens  of  hairs  and  scales 
examined  for  the  diagnosis  of  ringworm  was  1,334  and  a  positive 
result  was  obtained  in  651.  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
Practitioners  submitted  919  of  which  384  were  positive,  the  School 
Staff  submitted  173  of  which  108  were  positive,  and  the  Central 
Staff  submitted  242  of  which  159  were  positive. 

Anthrax,— Thirty-four  specimens  were  examined  for  the 
anthrax  bacillus.  Of  these  27  were  from  suspected  cases  of 
malignant  pustule  and  in  9  cases  the  result  was  positive. 

The  particulars  of  the  positive  cases  were  as  follows  : — 

1 .  Female,  age  16,  Cloth-worker,  Pustule  on  right  hand 

(Dewsbury). 

2.  Female,  age  14,  Woollen  Mill  Worker,  Pustule  on  right 

ear  (Dewsbury). 

3.  Male,  age  51,  Woolyer  and  Teaser,  Pustule  on  left  side 

of  neck  (Mirfield). 

1.  Male,  age  23,  Labourer,  Pustule  on  right  side  of  face  and 

neck  (Mirfield). 

5.  Male,  age  13,  Schoolboy,  Pustule  on  neck  (Dewsbury) 

(fatal  case). 

6.  Male,  age  51,  Wool-worker,  Pustule  on  side  of  neck 

(Batley  Carr). 

7.  Male,  age  63,  Dyer's  Labourer,  Pustule  on  forearm 

(Heckmondwike) . 

8.  Male,  age  52,  Willeyer,  Pustule  over  right  eyebrow 

(Dewsbury). 

9.  Male,  age  56,  Blender,  Pustule  on  left  side  of  face 

(Dewsbury). 

Evidence  was  given  at  the  inquest  on  the  fatal  case. 

The  other  specimens  examined  were  : — One  specimen  of 
ox  blood,  one  specimen  of  ox  liver,  one  consignment  of  tooth 
brushes,  and  four  consignments  of  shaving  brushes.  Shaving 
brushes  heavily  infected  with  anthrax  spores  were  found  in  three 
of  the  consignments. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. — Twenty-seven  specimens  of  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fluid  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  the  meningococcus. 
In  7  of  these  the  meningococcus  was  found  which  confirmed  the 
diagnosis  of  cerebro-spinal  fever ;  in  2  the  tubercle  bacillus  was 
found  which  showed  that  the  disease  was  tuberculous  meningitis, 
and  in  18  the  result  was  negative. 

Fifty  swabs  from  the  throats  of  persons  who  had  been  in 
contact  with  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  were  examined  and  2 
were  found  to  contain  the  meningococcus. 

Food  Poisoning. — One  specimen  of  pork  was  examined  for 
food  poisoning  organisms  with  negative  result. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Fifteen  specimen*  of  pus  from 
the  eyes  of  infants  suffering  from  ophthalmia,  suspected  to  be 
of  gonorrhoeal  origin,  were  examined  and  in  10  cases  the  gonococcus 
was  found. 

Water. — Eight  samples  of  water  were  examined  of  which 
5  were  found  to  be  pure  and  3  polluted. 

Malaria. — Thirty-eight  specimens  of  blood  were  examined 
for  malarial  parasites  and  in  12  cases  the  result  was  positive,  all 
of  them  being  of  the  benign  tertian  type. 

Vaccines, — Six  vaccines  (4  from  pus  and  2  from  sputum.)  were 
prepared. 

Tissue  for  Histological  Examination. — Thirty-nine  specimens 
of  tissue  were  examined  histologically  chiefly  to  determine  the 
presence  or  absence  of  cancer,  viz  Nine  specimens  from  the 
breast  of  which  2  were  cancerous,  1  tuberculous  and  2  simple 
tumours,  8  specimens  of  skin  of  which  4  were  cancerous  and  2 
tuberculous,  5  specimens  of  glands  of  which  3  were  tuberculous, 
3  of  placenta,  2  of  uterus,  1  specimen  of  tissue  from  the  face 
(simple  tumour),  1  tissue  from  nose,  1  of  kidney,  1  of  spleen,  1 
tissue  from  rectum  (cancerous),  1  tissue  from  gum  (tuberculous), 
1  specimen  of  ovary  (cancerous  tumour),  1  specimen  of  bone,  I  of 
stomach,  1  tissue  from  palate,  1  rectal  tumour,  and  1  tumour  from 
neck. 

Venereal  Disease. — The  number  of  pathological  examinations 
'  performed  under  the  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1916,  was  2,548.  Of  these  1,129  were  made  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Boroughs  of  Halifax,  Dewsbury,  Wakefield  and 
Barnsley.  At  the  request  of  Practitioners  105  specimens  were 
collected  at  the  Laboratory  by  the  Pathologist.

Silicosis. — Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  on  two 
suspected  cases  of  silicosis  and  the  lungs  were  examined  micros¬ 
copically.  Both  cases  showed  tuberculosis  together  with  silicosis 
to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent. 

Other  Specimens. — The  remaining  specimens  included  the 
following  : — Urine  for  bacillus  coli  and  other  organisms,  82 ; 
Blood  films  for  cytological  examination  48 ;  Swabs  for  Vincent’s 
Bacillus  and  Spirochaetes  25  ;  Sputum  for  organisms  other  than 
tubercle  bacilli  17 ;  Pus  for  organisms  7 ;  Cultures  of  B. 
diphtheriae  from  nasal  swabs  for  virulence  3  ;  Faeces  for  organisms 
1  ;  Liver  for  organisms  1 ;  Swab  from  nose  for  organisms  1 ;  Smear 
from  amputation  1  ;  and  1  swab  from  lower  jaw  for  organisms.

PART  III. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

With  the  return  more  or  less  to  normal  conditions  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Child  Welfare  Scheme  throughout  the  Riding  has 
progressed  most  satisfactorily.  The  work  accomplished  during 
1919  is  set  out  under  the  various  headings  and  a  comparison  of 
the  figures  will  show  that  the  Scheme  has  made  great  strides  since 
the  conclusion  of  the  War. 

Midwives  Acts,  1902-1918. — The  number  of  midwives  who 
notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  1919,  was  555  classified  as 
follows

The  above  table  when  compared  with  that  in  my  previous 
Report  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  trained  midwives 
and  a  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  untrained  women.  The 
increase  in  the  supply  of  trained  midwives  is  partly  due  to  the 
new  District  Nursing  Associations  who  have  taken  up  our 
midwifery  scheme  and  employed  trained  midwives.  In  regard 
to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  untrained  midwives,  thirty-two 
of  the  bona-fide  type  were  induced  to  resign  on  account 
of  old  age  or  infirmity,  and  the  names  of  three  others  were  removed 
from  the  Midwives  Roll  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Rules.  The  deaths  of  four  midwives  were  also 
reported  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  from  the  Midwives 
during  1919,  is  shown  in  the  following  table  in  comparison  with

These  figures  show  an  appreciable  increase,  generally,  in  the 
number  of  notifications  received  from  midwives  during  the  year ; 
especially  the  notifications  of  calling  in  medical  help.  No  doubt 
the  provisions  of  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1918,  enabling  a  doctor  to 
claim  payment  of  his  fee  by  the  County  Council  for  attendance 
on  cases  of  emergency,  have  done  a  great  deal  in  causing  midwives 
to  adhere  more  strictly  to  the  rules  in  regard  to  the  sending  for 
medical  assistance.  The  following  table  affotds  some  indication 
of  the  principal  causes  for  which  midwives  have  sought  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  medical  practitioners,  during  the  past  three  years  : —

Artificial  Feeding. — Under  a  new  Rule  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  which  came  into  force  in  March,  1919,  certified  midwives 
are  required  to  notify  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  of  all 
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cases  where  it  is  proposed  to  substitute  artificial  for  breast-feeding. 
On  receipt  of  these  notifications,  a  copy  is  sent  to  the  Health 
Visitor  of  the  district  concerned  for  her  to  investigate  and  make 
a  special  report  as  to  the  reasons  for  the  substitution.  The  chief 
reasons  given  were,  general  debility  of  the  mother,  weakness, 
anaemia,  cracked  nipples,  and  the  intention  of  the  mother  to  go 
out  to  work  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  number  of  cases  of  confinement  attended  by  midwives 
during  the  past  three  years,  is  as  follows  : —

Visits  were  paid  to  midwives  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  central  staff;  also  quarterly  visits  were  made  by  the  Health 
Visitors  qualified  to  undertake  such  inspections.  The  total 
number  of  visits  paid  during  the  year  was  1271. 

As  stated  in  the  previous  year’s  Report,  the  Midwives  Act 
of  1918  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1919,  and  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  all  the  practising  midwives  in  the 
West  Riding  Administrative  Area  were  supplied  with  a  new 
Register  of  Cases  and  all  the  necessary  notification  forms. 

Doctors'  Fees. — Emergency  Gases. — Claims  were  received 
from  Registered  Medical  Practitioners  for  fees  in  regard  to  their 
attendance  at  the  request  of  midwives  on  507  cases  of  emergency 
involving  an  expenditure  of  £737.  As  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  are  empowered  to  recover  such  fees  paid  unless  it  is 
shown  to  their  satisfaction  that  the  patient,  or  her  husband,  or 
such  other  person  liable  to  maintain  the  patient  is  unable  to  pay 
such  fees,  the  following  scale  has  been  adopted  in  determining 
whether  a  doctor’s  fee  paid  by  the  County  Council  shall  be  recover¬ 
able  or  not  : — 

1.  Where  the  nett  family  income  is  over  £3  weekly, 
the  whole  of  the  fees  paid  will  be  recovered  from  the  patient, 
or  her  husband,  or  such  other  person  liable. 

2.  Where  such  income  is  over  £2  but  does  not  exceed  £3, 
half  of  the  fees  paid  will  be  recovered. 

3.  Should  the  nett  weekly  income  be  not  more  than  £2, 
no  fees  will  be  recoverable. 

In  ascertaining  the  nett  weekly  income  of  the  family, 
the  average  earnings  of  the  four  weeks  preceding  the  birth 
are  taken,  and  5/-  deducted  for  each  child  under  14  years  of 
age. 

About  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  £737  mentioned 
above  will  be  recovered. 

Midwives ’  Fees. — Necessitous  Cases. — Under  the  County 
Council's  Scheme  for  contributing  to  the  payment  of  midwifery 
fees  in  necessitous  cases,  342  claims  were  received  and  £212  17s. 
6d.  paid  to  midwives  during  the  year. 
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Training  of  Midwives. — Forty -four  women  who  were  granted 

Free  Scholarships  under  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  commenced 

training  at  the  following  Institutions.- — St.  Hilda’s  Home,  Leeds 

(W.R.N.A.),  13;  Leeds  Maternity  Home,  13;  Liverpool  Maternity 

Home,  6 ;  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  2 ;  Jessop  Hospital, 

Sheffield,  3  ;  and  York  Maternity  Hospital,  7.  At  the  examinations 

of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  which  were  held  during  the  year 

twenty-four  of  our  pupil  midwives  were  successful  and  are  now 

practising  in  the  following  districts. — Urban  : — Adwick-le-Street, 

Bentley- w-Arksey,  Brighouse  Borough,  Castleford,  Doncaster 

Borough,  (Balby),  Elland,  Hebden  Bridge,  Ossett  Borough, 

Skipton,  and  Spenborough  (Liversedge).  Rural  : — Doncaster 

(Rossington),  Goole  (Rawcliffe),  Heinsworth  (Badsworth,  1, 

Great  Houghton,  1),  Pontefract  (Kellington,  1,  Fryston,  1),  Selby 

(Camblesforth),  Tadcaster  (Barkston),  Rotherham  (Bramley,  1, 

Brinsworth,  1),  and  Wakefield  (Walton,  1,  and  Bretton,  1). 

• 

Subsidies  to  Midwives. — The  County  Council’s  Scheme  for 
subsidising  certain  midwives  for  a  period  of  two  years,  who  are 
dependent  upon  their  own  exertions  for  a  livelihood,  was  revised 
during  the  year  and  the  following  scale  of  payment  adopted  : — 

(а)  The  midwife  will  be  paid  a  subsidy  monthly  at  the  rate 

of  £96  per  annum,  on  compliance  with  the  conditions 
from  time  to  time  approved  by  the  Committee. 

(б)  She  will  receive,  in  addition  to  this  amount,  all  fees  for 
the  first  40  cases  she  attends  per  annum. 

(c)  If  the  midwife  attends  over  40  cases  but  not  more  than 

80  cases  per  annum  she  will  be  allowed  to  retain  one 
half  the  fees  in  respect  of  all  cases  over  40,  in  addition 
to  the  fees  for  the  first  40  cases. 

(d)  If  she  attends  over  80  cases  per  annum  she  will  be  allowed 
to  retain  one-third  of  the  fees  for  all  cases  over  80,  in 
addition  to  thejfees  referred  to  above  regarding  the 
first  80  cases. 

The  conditions  which  the  midwife  will  be  required  to  observe 
are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Midwife  shall  reside  in  a  district  approved  by  the 

Committee. 

2.  She  will  comply  strictly  with  the  Rules  of  the  Central 

Midwives  Board. 

3.  She  will  undertake  proper  ante-natal  work. 

4.  She  will  not  refuse  without  good  cause  to  attend  cases  to 

which  she  is  summoned,  or  which  are  referred  to  her  bv 
the  Committee. 

5.  She  will  not  accept  more  cases  than  she  can  attend  to 

efficiently. 

6.  She  will  not  accept  any  other  employment  which,  in  the 

opinion  of  the  Committee,  may  detract  from  her  services 
as  a  midwife,  or  hinder  her  in  the  performance  of  such 
duties. 

7.  Where  the  midwife  is  not  fully  occupied  with  her 


midwifery  work  she  will  undertake  such  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  as  the  County  Medical  Officer  may 
desire. 

8.  No  grants  will  be  payable  if  the  Committee  are  dissatisfied 

with  the  work  of  the  midwife,  and  the  subsidy  may  be 
discontinued  at  any  time  on  three  months’  notice. 

9.  The  midwife  must  do  her  utmost  in  making  known  the 

provisions  made  by  the  County  Council  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare. 

10.  Midwives  who  receive  a  subsidy  may  participate  in  the 
benefits  to  be  obtained  from  the  Scheme  for  necessitous 
cases  in  regard  to  part  payment  of  midwifery  fees. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  four  midwives  who  set  up  midwifery 
practice  in  Brighouse  Borough,  Ossett  Borough,  Carcroft  (Adwick- 
le-Street),  and  Bramley  (Rotherham  R.),  are  in  receipt  of  this 
subsidy,  and  I  anticipate  that  during  the  coming  year,  many 
more  of  our  trained  midwives  who  commence  practising  in  districts 
approved  will  receive  this  financial  assistance. 

Areas  inadequately  supplied  with  Midwives. — Much  progress 
was  made  during  1919,  in  furtherance  of  the  scheme  of  establishing 
an  adequate  midwifery  service  in  the  Rural  areas  of  the  Riding. 
The  work  of  organisation  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
in  conjunction  with  the  West  Riding  Nursing  Association.  During 
1919,  26  such  Associations  were  formed  and  19  of  them  perform 
on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  the  work  of  Health  Visiting  and 
School  Nursing  in  addition  to  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery ; 
one  performs  School  Nursing  in  addition  to  District  Nursing  and 
Midwifery  and  the  remaining  6  perform  District  Nursing  and 
Midwifery  only.  In  most  cases  where  an  Association  undertakes 
the  four  combined  duties  the  County  Council  give  a  grant  of  33J 
per  cent,  of  the  estimated  expenditure  approved  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year  a  further 
grant  is  made  bringing  up  the  total  payment  by  the  County 
Council  to  50  per  cent  of  the  approved  expenditure  of  the  Nursing 
Association  and  this  grant  is  continued  for  a  period  of  two  years. 
In  cases  where  the  Association  only  performs  District  Nursing 
and  Midwifery  a  small  grant  in  aid  is  made  by  the  County  Council 
on  account  of  midwifery  or  if  there  is  any  deficit  on  the  midwifery 
service  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  grant  is  made  up  to  50  per  cent, 
of  the  deficit.

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All  the  above  Associations  became  affiliated  to  the  West  Riding 
County  Nursing  Association.  The  following  Nursing  Associations 
who  performed,  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  the  work  of 
Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  found  that  owing  to  the 
heavy  nature  of  District  work  they  could  not  satisfactorily  carry 
on  with  these  duties  and  terminated  their  agreement  with  the 
County  Council,  and  in  each  case  the  County  Council  appointed 
a  whole-time  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse.  These  Associa¬ 
tions  now  perform  the  duties  stated  against  their  names.

Child  Welfare  Travelling  Exhibition  and  Congress. 

In  order  to  rouse  public  interest  and  enthusiasm  and  to 
assist  in  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  on  matters  pertaining 
to  hygiene  and  the  health  of  individuals,  the  County  Council 
arranged  with  the  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Infantile 
Mortality  for  a  Child  Welfare  Exhibition  to  tour  the  West  Riding 
for  four  months  visiting  the  most  populous  areas.  The  exhibits 
were  of  an  interesting  and  helpful  character  and  were  fully  ex¬ 
plained  to  the  visitors  by  the  stewards,  and  lectures  were  given 
frequently  by  the  organisers.  Concurrently  with  the  Exhibition 
a  Congress  for  all  Health  workers  was  arranged  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Wakefield  Corporation. 
Interesting  addresses  were  given  by  lay  and  professional  speakers, 
and  some  of  the  lectures  were  illustrated  by  demonstrations  and 
limelight  views.  Keen  interest  was  evinced  throughout  and 
workers  were  encouraged  and  helped  in  their  efforts  towards 
advancing  racial  health. 

Notification  of  Births  Acts. 

During  the  year,  17,614  births  were  registered  and  of  these 
16,471  were  notified. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  report  that 
at  Golcar,  Knottingley,  Luddendenfoot,  Marsden,  Meltham, 
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Sower  by  Bridge,  Bowland  Rural  and  Wortley  Rural  the  births 
notified  were  far  below  those  registered  and  it  would  appear  there 
is  need  for  a  stirring  up  on  the  part  of  the  persons  responsible 
for  notification  in  these  districts. 

Returns  of  births  are  received  monthly  from  the  local  Regis¬ 
trars,  and  in  this  way  the  unnotified  births  are  discovered. 
A  form  giving  particulars  of  these  births  is  forwarded  monthly 
to  the  Health  Visitors,  and  they  are  asked  to  obtain  the  name 
of  the  doctor  or  midwife  in  attendance  at  birth.  Suitable  com¬ 
munications  are  addressed  to  the  doctors  and  to  the  parents, 
but  those  doctors  who  habitually  refrain  from  notifying  births, 
contend  that  it  is  the  fathers’  duty  to  do  this.  It  is  hoped  that 
during  the  coming  year  doctors  and  midwives  will  co-operate 
in  making  known  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  parents  and  in  this 
way  the  percentage  of  unnotified  births  will  be  considerably 
reduced,  otherwise  more  stringent  methods  will  have  to  be  resorted 
to. 

From  a  survey  of  Table  IV.  it  will  be  noticed  that  in  most 
districts  the  number  of  births  notified  exceed  those  registered. 
The  explanation  is,  however,  that  under  the  Notification  of  Births 
Acts,  births  have  to  be  notified  within  36  hours,  but  six  weeks 
are  allowed  to  the  parent  to  register  the  birth  and  it  is  quite 
probable  that  most  of  the  notifications  at  the  latter  end  of  1919 
were  not  registered  until  early  in  1920. 

During  1919,  10,800  births  were  registered  in  the  following 
districts  which  are  the  responsible  Authorities  under  the  Notifica¬ 
tion  of  Births  Act,  1907,  for  the  areas  concerned  : — 

Non-County  Boroughs. — Batley,  Brighouse,  Doncaster,  Harro¬ 
gate,  Keighley,  Morley,  Ossett,  Pudsey  and  Todmorden. 

Urban  District  Councils. — Bingley,  Bolton-on-Dearne,  Castle- 
ford,  Featherstone,  Goole,  Heckmondwike,  Handsworth,  Horsforth, 
Ilkley,  Mexborough,  Normanton,  Rothwell,  Shipley,  Spenborough 
and  Wombwell. 

Rural  District  Council. — Hems  worth. 

Co-ordination  with  School  Medical  Service. — In  order  to  avoid 
overlapping,  the  County  Council  have  made  an  arrangement 
with  the  local  Authorities  of  Bingley,  Bolton-on-Dearne,  Rothwell 
and  Wombwell,  whereby  these  Authorities  perform  the  School 
Nursing  for  the  County  Council  on  agreed  terms. 

In  Castleford,  Featherstone,  Goole,  Handsworth,  Mexborough, 
Normanton  and  Hemsworth  Rural  the  County  Council  employ 
whole-time  School  Nurses  on  account  of  the  large  size  of  these 
areas. 

In  Heckmondwike  the  work  of  School  Nursing  is  performed 
by  the  local  Nursing  Association. . 

In  Ilkley,  the  County  Council’s  Nurse  performs  Health 
Visiting  for  the  Ilkley  Authority  and  School  Nursing  for  the 
County  Council. 
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The  Horsforth  Authority  have  been  without  a  Health  Visitor 
for  a  considerable  time  and  on  this  account  a  re-arrangement 
of  the  County  Council’s  neighbouring  areas  had  to  be  made  in 
order  that  one  of  our  Nurses  might  be  free  to  carry  on  the  School 
Nursing  in  Horsforth. 

At  Bolton-on-Dearne,  Ilkley,  Normanton  and  Wombwell, 
the  County  Council’s  School  Clinic  shares  the  premises  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  belonging  to  the  Local 
Authorities. 

At  25  Centres  the  Education  Department  have  established 
School  Clinics  and  the  usual  procedure  is  for  the  Medical  Officer 
to  hold  the  School  Clinic  at  an  earlier  hour  than  the  Infant  Con¬ 
sultation.  This  scheme  of  co-ordinating  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Service  with  the  School  Medical  Service  will  be 
extended  as  new  Centres  are  opened. 

Health  Visitors.— During  the  year  36  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  were  appointed  and  23  resigned.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  Officers  engaged  on  the  work  was,  one  Assistant 
Inspector  of  Nurses  and  Midwives,  76  whole-time  and  64  part-time 
Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses.  In  October,  the  commencing 
salary  of  Nurses  was  increased  from  £120  to  £150  per  annum, 
rising  to  £180  by  annual  increments  of  £10,  commencing  on  the 
1st  April  next,  after  the  completion  of  six  months’  service  ;  uniform 
allowance  was  increased  to  £10  and  bicycle  allowance  to  £5  per 
annum. 

Following  upon  the  establishment  of  Maternity  Centres 
and  School  Clinics  it  was  felt  to  be  highly  desirable  that  a  concen¬ 
tration  of  certain  duties  should  be  attempted  in  order  to  avoid 
overlapping  and  a  multiplicity  of  officials.  These  duties  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  work  of  Health  Visiting  and  School  Nursing  would 
be  the  inspection  of  children  boarded  out  under  the  Children 
Act,  1908,  the  domiciliary  visitation  of  ex-service  men  and  others 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  and  the  home  visitation  of  Pensioners’ 
Children  reported  to  be  neglected  or  in  want  of  proper  care. 

Two  of  these  duties,  namely — the  visitation  of  Tuberculosis 
cases  and  the  visitation  of  Pensioners’  children  have  been  under¬ 
taken  by  this  Department.  In  regard  to  the  duties  under  the 
Children  Act,  conferences  took  place  with  certain  Boards  of 
Guardians,  but  no  arrangements  have  yet  been  made. 

Hostel  Accommodation. — Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
during  the  year  in  finding  suitable  apartments  for  the  Nurses, 
owing  to  a  large  extent  to  the  shortage  of  houses  and  at  Skipton 
and  Tadcaster,  large  houses  were  taken  on  lease,  the  ground  floor 
being  utilised  as  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  upstairs  as  a  Nurse’s 
Residence.  Four  Nurses  are  in  residence  at  Skipton,  and  one  at 
Tadcaster.  Wherever  possible,  premises  are  being  obtained  to 
serve  the  dual  purpose,  and  in  this  way  it  is  hoped  to  overcome  the 
difficulty  hitherto  experienced  regarding  accommodation  for 
Nurses. 
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Visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors. — During  1919,  17,323  first 

visits,  and  131,157  re-visits  were  made  to  children  under  one  year 
of  age;  6,134  pre-natal  visits  and  1,932  cases  of  Measles  were 
visited.  (See  Table  4  of  Appendix). 

Measles  Visiting. — During  the  year,  1,932  cases  of  Measles 
were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Whenever  this  disease  was 
prevalent  in  a  district  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
offered  nursing  assistance,  and  the  Nurse  was  instructed  to  work 
under  the  directions  (entirely  if  necessary)  of  the  Medical  Officer 
Health  until  the  epidemic  abated. 

In  November,  however,  the  Ministry  of  Health  rescinded 
the  Public  Health  (Measles  and  German  Measles)  Regulations, 
1915,  and  thus  in  the  absence  of  a  scheme  of  notification  there 
is  great  difficulty  in  getting  information  of  early  cases  in  an  epidemic. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  is  generally  recognised  that  the  notification 
of  measles  is  not  of  much  benefit  in  restricting  the  spread  when 
the  epidemic  has  gained  a  footing  in  an  area.  Still,  after  an 
epidemic  has  started,  the  notification  of  the  first  case  in  each 
household  has  the  advantage  of  informing  the  Health  Authorities 
of  the  incidence  of  the  disease  by  houses,  and  this  has  proved 
very  helpful  for  the  H.V.  in  arranging  her  visits  to  the  new  cases. 
For  this  reason  it  is  considered  that  the  system  of  notification 
of  measles  was  a  useful  one.  We  were  not  able  to  carry  out  our 
scheme  of  forming  a  reserve  of  Nurses  for  dealing  with 
epidemics  owing  to  the  inadequate  supply  of  Nurses  during 
the  year.  When  the  system  of  notification  ceased  our  procedure 
was  for  the  H.Vs  to  confer  with  the  local  M.O.Hs  and  visit  those 
cases  of  Measles  which  came  to  their  knowledge.  When  an 
epidemic  is  severe  the  H.Vs  concentrate  their  energies  on  visiting 
measles  houses,  and  particularly  where  there  are  cases  under 
5  years  of  age.  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  also  of  great  help  in 
affording  the  H.V.  information  of  the  occurrence  of  early  cases 
of  Measles.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  the  aggregation  of  infants 
of  a  susceptible  age  is  accompanied  by  danger  and  therefore  on 
an  outbreak  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Centre  and  the  H.V.  confer 
with  the  local  M.O.H.  as  to  the  advisability  of  closing  the  Centre 
for  several  weeks.  The  H.V.  is  thus  able  to  increase  her  home 
visiting  of  measles  cases.  School  Clinics  are  only  closed  when  the 
Schools  in  the  neighbourhood  are  closed  on  account  of  infectious 
diseases. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Progress  is  still  being  made  in  establishing  centres  and  during 
1919,  21  were  opened,  this  making  27  Centres  open  in  the  Riding 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Mothers  were  very  appreciative  of  the 
facilities  offered  and  entered  readily  into  competitions  which  proved 
they  had  put  into  practice  the  lessons  taught  at  the  Centres.  The 
social  side  has  not  been  neglected,  and  the  many  activities  in  this 
direction  have  undoubtedly  brightened  many  a  drab  life.  The 
number  of  attendances  at  the  Centres  during  the  year  was  21,659. 


The  following  Centres  provided  by  Voluntary  Assoeiations 
were  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year  : — Adwick- 
le-Street  (Woodlands),  Bentley,  Haworth,  Horbury,  Knares- 
borough,  Ripon  City,  Stanley  (Outwood)  and  Boroughbridge 
(Great  Ouseburn  R).  At  Silsden,  Settle  (Settle  R.),  Glusburn 
(Skipton  R.),  Wetherby  (Wetherby  R.),  the  Centres  are  provided 
by  Voluntary  effort  and  in  each  case  the  local  H.Vs.  have  been 
instructed  to  assist,  and  at  Silsden  and  Glusburn  the  School 
Medical  Inspector  acts  as  Medical  Officer  to  the  Centre.  Most 
of  the  Centres  have  been  established  in  Public  Buildings,  such 
as  Sunday  Schools,  Institutes,  etc.  The  charges  vary  according 
to  the  accommodation  from  £20  to  £40  per  annum,  which  charge 
includes  heating,  lighting,  and  cleaning. 

Where  possible,  accommodation  is  secured  consisting  of  one 
large  room  as  a  waiting  room  and  tea  room  and  two  smaller 
rooms,  one  for  the  doctor  and  the  other  as  a  School  Clinic  and 
treatment  room.

At  the  end  of  the  year  premises  had  been  obtained  at  Knotting- 
ley,  Ardsley,  Darfield,  Dodworth,  Hebden  Bridge, Skipton,  Ardsley 
East  and  West,  Swinton,  Cudworth,  Wales  (Kiveton  Park  R.), 
and  Sharlston  (Wakefield  R.),  and  these  Centres  were  opened 
in  1920. 

Up  to  the  present  no  whole-time  appointment  of  Child  Welfare 
Medical  Officer  has  been  made,  the  services  of  School  Medical 
Inspectors  and  private  Medical  Practitioners  being  utilised. 
As  far  as  possible  the  co-operation  of  the  local  Council  is  enlisted 
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and  in  most  places  where  a  Centre  has  been  established  the  Child 
Welfare  Medical  Officer  is  also  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
In  other  cases  the  local  Medical  and  Panel  Committee  are  asked 
to  nominate  a  doctor  for  the  post. 

The  remuneration  for  local  practitioners  is  at  the  rate  of  one 
guinea  per  session  of  one  hour's  duration  or  if  detained  longer  the 
fee  is  increased  accordingly.  Full  particulars  as  to  appointments, 
remuneration  and  duties  of  Medical  Officers  and  Nurses  will  be 
found  on  pages  16  and  17  of  my  1913  Report.  Of  the  27  Centres 
open,  in  15  cases  the  M.O.  of  the  Centre  is  a  private  practitioner, 
in  4  a  whole-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  in  8  a  School 
Medical  Inspector. 

At  most  Centres  a  local  Committee  has  been  formed  and  the 
interest  taken  in  the  Child  Welfare  movement  has  been  manifested 
by  the  increasing  numbers  attending  the  Centres.  The  whole 
question,  however,  of  forming  local  Committees  in  connection 
with  Child  Welfare,  WTar  Orphans,  and  the  after-care  of  persons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  was  under  consideration  by  a  joint 
Committee  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Socials,  Whist  Drives,  Sewing 
Meetings,  Toy  Clubs,  etc.,  have  been  inaugurated  by  the  workers 
and  the  future  is  a  bright  one.  For  instance  at  one  Centre  120 
mothers  sat  down  to  tea  and  at  another  the  proceeds  of  a  Whist 
Drive  amounting  to  £17  went  towards  the  purchase  of  “  toys  for 
the  toddlers.”  At  another  Centre  a  movement  is  on  foot  to  take 
mothers  and  babies  to  the  seaside  for  a  day  during  the  summer. 

In  connection  with  the  “  Daily  Sketch  ”  Baby  Competition, 
several  Centres  competed  and  three  babies  passed  successfully 
through  the  preliminary  rounds  and  were  selected  to  appear  in 
the  final  for  the  North  Eastern  Counties.  At  this  Competition, 
one  baby,  from  the  Adwick-le-Street  (Woodlands)  Centre,  was 
selected  to  appear  in  the  final  which  was  held  in  London  in  July. 
War  Memorials. — In  some  districts  War  Memorials  are  taking 
the  shape  of  Cottage  Hospitals  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  though  at  the  time  of  writing  the  schemes  have  not 
fully  matured,  it  is  hoped  the  suggestions  will  be  accepted, 
because  it  is  a  most  excellent  idea  to  expend  public  money  on  such 
a  beneficial  agency  as  a  Maternity  Centre.  At  Holmfirth,  the  War 
Memorial  Committee  have  purchased  a  house  at  a.  cost  of  £2,000 
to  be  utilised  as  a  Cottage  Hospital  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre. 

At  Rawdon  a  scheme  is  on  foot  to  provide  a  Cottage  Hospital 
and  it  is  hoped  the  suggestion  will  be  accepted  by  the  ratepayers. 
At  Selby  a  scheme  is  on  foot  to  erect  a  Cottage  Hospital  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £10,000.  At  Sowerby  Bridge  the  local  Council 
are  proposing  to  purchase  Crow  Wood  Hospital,  formerly  used  as 
a  War  Hospital,  and  utilising  it  as  a  Maternity  Home  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre.  At  Mirfield,  a  gift  of  £1,000  has  been  offered 
for  the  purchase  of  a  disused  Chapel  as  a  Memorial  to  be  used  as 
a  Child  Welfare  Centre. 
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Maternity  Homes. — During  1919,  the  County  Council  made 
arrangements  with  the  Bentham  and  Settle  Nursing  Associations 
and  the  Wakefield  Corporation  to  admit  patients  from  the  West 
Riding  area,  at  a  cost  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per  week  per  patient,  for  each 
occupied  bed,  together  with  a  doctors  fee  of  £1  Is.  Od.,  if  necessary. 
Negotiations  are  also  in  progress  with  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital 
for  the  admittance  of  West  Riding  patients  on  the  same  terms. 

In  this  connection  the  County  Council  have  adopted  the 
following  scale  in  necessitious  cases  : —

During  1919,  24  patients  entered  the  Maternity  Homes  at 
Bentham,  Settle  and  Wakefield.  All  mothers  and  infants  were 
discharged  in  good  health. 

The  Local  Authorities ,  Milk  ( Mothers  and  Children )  Order ,  1919. 

This  Order,  together  with  an  Order  made  by  the  Food  Con¬ 
troller  has  reference  to  the  supply  of  Milk  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  for  children  under  five  years  of  age.  These 
Orders  revoke  the  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918,  and 
the  corresponding  Order  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  re-enacted  those  Orders  with  the  following  modifications  : — 

(1)  The  Order  relates  to  milk  only  and  not  to  food. 

(2)  The  power  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  require 

Local  Authorities  to  make  arrangements  for  the  supply 
of  milk  has  been  omitted. 

(3)  Local  Authorities  are  empowered  to  supply  milk  free  or 

at  less  than  cost  price  not  merely  in  necessitous  cases 
but  also  where  such  a  supply  is  necessary  because  of  the 
retail  price  of  milk  in  any  area. 

(4)  The  quantity  of  milk  to  be  supplied  is  prescribed  by 

the  new  Order. 

When  the  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  1918  Order  first  came 
into  operation  the  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  authorised  the 
purchase  of  such  quantity  of  dried  milk  as  was  considered  necesaary 
to  provide  for  necessitous  cases  in  the  Riding.  During  1919, 
the  County  Council,  through  the  H.Vs.  distributed  46J  tons  of 
“  Glaxo  ”  to  expectant  mothers,  nursing  mothers  and  children 
up  to  5  years  of  age. 

Throughout  the  Riding  there  are  113  distribution  Centres

Several  local  District  Councils,  who  are  included  in  the  County 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  have  enquired  as  to  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  supply  of  fresh  milk,  and  after  consideration  of  the 
matter  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  were  of  the  opinion  that 
the  needs  of  the  mothers  are  met  by  the  supply  of  Glaxo  and  that 
owing  to  the  state  of  employment  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
need  for  the  free  distribution  of  milk,  other  than  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  but  any  Council  of  districts  included  in  the 
County  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  may  undertake 
the  supply  of  fresh  milk  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
young  children  subject  to  the  cost  of  such  supply  being  borne  by 
the  Urban  District  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  addition  to  Glaxo,  Virol  and  Lactagol  are  issued  to  Child 
Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics,  and  are  sold  at  cost  price, 
except  in  necessitous  cases  where  the  price  is  reduced  or  in  very 
exceptional  cases  given  free.  Requisition  and  receipt  books 
are  provided  for  each  Nurse  and  in  every  necessitous  case  the 
purchasers’  signature  is  obtained.  No  fixed  scale  of  income  is  in 
operation  in  necessitous  cases,  each  individual  case  being  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  or  Nurse. 

War  Orphans. — In  accordance  with  the  Committee’s  instructions 
arrangements  were  made  in  December  with  the  West  Riding 
War  Pensions  Committee  for  the  H.Vs.  and  S.Ns.  to  undertake 
on  their  behalf  the  visitation  of  children  of  deceased  or  serving 
sailors  or  soldiers. 

During  this  month  the  Nurses  visited  84  homes  involving 
113  children  in  various  parts  of  the  Riding.  Previous  reference 
to  these  new  duties  will  be  found  on  page  36. 

Hornes  for  Illegitimate  Children. — In  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  provision  is  made  for 
State  contributions  towards  the  establishment  by  Local  Authorities 
of  Homes  for  homeless  children.  In  this  category  are  placed 
children  of  widows,  deserted  wives  and  unmarried  mothers.  At 
the  outset  there  is  the  question  of  distinguishing  between  the 
children  of  unmarried  mothers  and  the  children  of  the  other  two 
classes.  It  is  the  practice  of  Charitable  Associations  to  make  a 
distinction  but  where  public  assistance  is  concerned,  it  is  expedient 
to  ignore  any  difference. 

In  the  West  Riding  there  exists  only  one  Home  for  illegitimate 
children  under  five  years  of  age.  This  Institution  is  St.  Christo¬ 
pher’s  Home,  Leeds ;  it  has  45  beds  but  the  accommodation  is 
taxed  to  the  full  extent,  and  many  children  are  awaiting  entry. 
The  Maintenance  charges  are  7/-  and  8/-  per  week. 

There  are  various  Homes  outside  the  County  e.g.,  the  Mission 
of  Hope  Rescue  Homes  and  Hostels  in  and  around  London.  These 
are  at  too  great  a  distance  away,  as  it  is  extreme^  desirable  that 
the  children  should  be  within  a  distance  reasonably  convenient  to 
their  mothers.  The  Trustees  of  St.  Christopher’s  might  provide 
a  number  of  additional  beds  there,  when  a  certain  proportion 
might  be  reserved  for  our  cases,  or  the  County  Council  could 
establish  and  maintain  a  Home  for  the  purpose.  There  are 
several  country  houses  which  could  no  doubt  be  made  suitable 
for  this  purpose,  and  we  should  be  within  the  mark  to  provide 
accommodation  for  50  children.

The  following  details  explanatory  of  the  County  Council’s 
Scheme  of  Treatment,  have  been  set  out  in  a  previous  Annual 
Report,  but  are  recapitulated  here  at  the  request  of  the  Ministrv 
of  Health. 


The  units  of  the  Scheme  comprise  (a)  dispensaries  ;  ( b )  the 

central  office  with  its  administrative  and  clerical  staff ;  (c)  sana¬ 

toria  ;  ( d )  hospitals  ;  ( e )  open-air  domiciliary  shelters  ;  (/)  after¬ 
care  ;  and  these  have  been  established  on  the  plan  suggested  by 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  Tuberculosis. 


The  first  Unit — the  Dispensary — is  intended  to  serve  as  : 

(1)  Receiving  house  and  centre  for  diagnosis. 

(2)  Clearing  house  and  centre  for  observation. 

(3)  Centre  for  curative  and  palliative  treatment. 

(4)  Centre  for  examination  of  “  contacts.” 

(5)  Centre  for  after-care. 

(6)  Information  bureau  and  educational  centre. 
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and  these  objects  have  been  kept  in  view  in  the  organisation  of 
such  units. 

♦ 

Dispensary  Areas. — The  Administrative  County  has  been 
mapped  out  into  ten  areas*  with  populations  varying  from  110,000 
to  208,000,  and  in  each  of  these  a  Central  Dispensary  has  been 
established,  with  a  staff  consisting  of  a  District  Tuberculosis 
Officer  and  two  Nurses.  At  convenient  geographical  points  in 
each  area,  two,  and  in  some  instances,  three,  Branch  Dispensaries 
have  been  provided,  Avhere  evening  attendances  are  given  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  patients  who  are  able  to  follow  their  employ¬ 
ment.  The  first  Dispensary  was  inaugurated  at  Wakefield  in 
February,  1913. 

The  tables  on  pages  49  to  54  shew  the  situation  of  each  central 
and  branch  dispensary  in  occupation  during  1919,  and  the  various 
Sanitary  Districts  comprising  the  Dispensary  Areas  as  at  present 
constituted. 

(c)  The  Sanatorium. — ( d )  The  Hospital. — Prior  to  the  passing  of 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  no  institutional  treatment  of 
any  kind  had  been  provided  out  of  County  Funds,  but 
by  the  utilization  of  buildings  already  existing  for  the  treatment 
of  other  diseases,  a  beginning  was  made  with  the  task  of  providing 
treatment,  for  sufferers  amongst  a  population  of  1,584,880,  and 
by  the  end  of  1913,  120  beds  were  available  for  patients  suffering 
from  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease.  Each  succeeding  year 
has  seen  a  steady  increase  in  the  accommodation,  the  total  at 
the  close  of  1919  reaching  406,  made  up  as  follows  : —

(e)  Domiciliary  open-air  Shelters. — The  provision  of  open-air 
shelters  for  the  use  of  patients  at  their  own  homes  was  included 
in  the  Council’s  original  scheme  as  an  adjunct  to  dispensary  treat¬ 
ment,  and  over  80  of  these  structures  have  been  built  since  1913, 
and  have  been  in  more  or  less  constant  use  up  to  the  present  time. 
From  the  experience  gained  it  may  be  said  that  they  have  provided 

*  Note. — The  Refractories  Industries  (Silicosis)  Act  of  1919,  has  made 
necessary  a  slight  alteration  in  the  original  areas,  and  the  formation 
of  a  new  area  around  Sheffield. 
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valuable  assistance  in  retaining  the  enthusiasm  of  patients  in  their 
efforts  to  continue  treatment  on  sanatorium  lines  on  their  discharge 
from  institutional  treatment ;  and  in  cases  where  gross  over¬ 
crowding  exists  in  a  patient’s  home  the  use  of  these  structures 
has  proved  a  boon,  especially  at  a  time  when  the  scarcity  of  houses 
was  being  acutely  felt  by  the  ordinary  population,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  institutional  accommodation  reserved  for  the 
isolation  of  advanced  cases  has  never  been  in  any  way  equal  to 
the  demand. 

All  shelters  are  inspected  and  reported  on  periodically  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Dispensary  Nurses,  and  in  the  special 
areas  where  the  scheme  is  working,  by  the  Health  Visitors  concerned  ' 

(f)  After-care. — From  the  experience  gained  by  tuberculosis 
workers  during  the  past  seven  years,  it  is  agreed  on  all  sides  that 
the  place  of  After-care  in  any  substantial  scheme  for  the  preven¬ 
tion  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  a  very  important  one,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  idea  formulated  by  the  West  Riding 
Insurance  Committee  in  1914  has  not  been  followed  bv  results 
which  were  held  out  for  it  at  the  time.  This  scheme  was  outlined 
with  the  District  Insurance  Committee  as  a  nucleus,  the  members 
of  which  were  invited  to  form  local  After-care  Committees,  or  to 
work  in  agreement  with  other  After-care  Committees.  No  reliable 
information  is  forthcoming  regarding  the  activities  of  any  Care 
Committee  so  set  up,  but  apart  from  the  fact  that  the  areas  were 
probably  too  large  to  be  effective,  and  the  tendency  of  the  District 
Committees  themselves  to  irregularity  of  meeting,  it  is  probably 
true  that  any  enthusiasm  which  the  members  may  have  originally 
evinced  has  been  diverted  during  the  War  to  more  obviously 
pressing  needs. 

The  powers  of  County  Councils  during  recent  years  have  been 
extended  in  so  many  directions,  especially  in  questions  affecting 
the  health  of  the  people,  that  it  is  now  thought  desirable  to  consider 
the  question  of  After-Care  in  Tuberculosis  in  connection  with  all 
the  other  health  activities  of  the  County,  and  to  that  end  a  Joint 
Committee  was  formed  at  the  end  of  1919  consisting  of  members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  War  Pensions 
Committee  and  Insurance  Committee. 

Voluntary  effort  to  be  at  all  sustained  in  a  vast  area  like  the 
West  Riding,  must  be  vitalized  from  a  central  Committee,  and 
supplemented  by  a  proper  organization  subsidised  from  public 
funds  if  necessary,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  point  will  not 
be  lost  sight  of  when  monetary  provision  is  forthcoming  in  respect 
of  those  ancillary  services  which  will  be  automatically  transferred 
from  Sanatorium  Benefit  in  1921, 
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In  reviewing  the  work  done  during  the  past  year,  it  is  ad¬ 
visable  to  make  short  reference  to  the  various  points  indicated 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the  Circular  dealing  with  Annual 
Reports  issued  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  West  Riding  Scheme  was  organised  by  the  County 
Council  in  1912  on  the  passing  of  the  Insurance  Act  on  the  basis 
which  permits  of  the  problem  of  tuberculosis  being  dealt  with  in 
a  thoroughly  efficient  manner.  Except  in  the  case  of  those  patients 
suffering  from  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  who  are  outside 
the  scope  of  the  Insurance  Act,  and  who  are  found  to  be  unsuitable 
for  institutional  treatment  and  unable  to  attend  a  dispensary, 
every  pulmonary  sufferer  met  with  has  been  offered  treatment 
of  some  kind.  With  the  erection  of  a  new  sanatorium  for  women 
and  children,  it  will  no  doubt  be  possible  to  deal  with  the  ad  vanced 
class  of  patient  more  expeditiously,  but  it  is  still  felt  that  for  the 
Scheme  to  be  complete,  provision  should  be  made  for  the  adequate 
treatment  of  all  forms  of  the  disease,  and  the  recent  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  question  of  institutional  treat¬ 
ment  for  non-pulmonary  forms  are  receiving  consideration,  along 
with  the  question  of  additional  accommodation  generally. 

An  outline  of  the  original  scheme  is  given  elsewhere,  but  it 
may  be  said  here  that,  substantially,  the  salient  features  remain 
unchanged. 

A  very  considerable  amount  of  good  work  has  been  done  at 
the  Dispensaries  since  1913,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
during  this  time  over  20,000  patients  have  come  under  observation 
for  the  first  time,  including  a  large  number  of  contacts. 

The  difficulties  under  which  the  depleted  Dispensary  Staffs 
have  worked  during  the  war  were  still  to  be  recorded  during  1919, 
when  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  were  chiefly  tied  down  to  dispens¬ 
ary  duties  and  to  the  additional  work  devolving  on  them  as  medical 
referees  in  tuberculous  ex-soldier  cases,  thus  being  restricted  in 
the  amount  of  time  available  for  visitation  of  patients  at  home 
and  for  consultation  with  practitioners. 

In  commenting  on  the  adequacy  or  otherwise  of  the  pro¬ 
vision  made,  and  the  line  on  which  the  scheme  needs  to  be  modified, 
it  may  be  said  that  from  the  experience  already  gained,  too  much 
of  the  District  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  time  is  absorbed  by  travell¬ 
ing,  thus  curtailing  to  a  considerable  extent  his  sphere  of  useful¬ 
ness  in  a  clinical  sense.  The  added  clerical  work  which  the 
examination  of  tuberculous  ex-soldiers  entails  is  also  tending 
to  take  up  a  very  great  portion  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officers’ 
time.  At  many  of  the  dispensaries  a  congestion  of  patients  is  to 
be  recorded,  but  with  the  areas  at  present  constituted  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  the  provision  of  additional  branch  dispensaries  will 
not  solve  the  problem  to  be  dealt  with. 
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As  regards  the  work  of  the  dispensary  Nurses,  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  regard  to  the  home  visita¬ 
tion  of  tuberculous  ex-service  men  necessitate  a  visit  to  the  man’s 
home  at  least  every  6  weeks,  and  also  on  other  special  occasions, 
e.g.,  before  and  after  admission  to  a  Sanatorium.  This  extra 
visitation  has  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  the  dispensary 
Nurses,  and  it  had  been  found  impossible  to  carry  it  out  in  a  proper 
and  efficient  manner.  The  experiment  has  accordingly  been  tried 
of  utilising  the  services  of  a  number  of  whole  time  health  visitors 
in  two  of  the  dispensary  areas,  and  it  has  been  found  possible  for 
this  work  to  be  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  other  duties. 

Co-operation  of  Medical  Practitioners. — In  the  great  majority 
of  cases  medical  practitioners  co-operate  well  with  the  District 
Tuberculosis  Officers,  and  fully  appreciate  the  assistance  given 
both  in  diagnosis  and  treatment ;  but  in  a  few  instances  the 
medical  attendant  is  rather  critical  in  his  attitude  to  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Dispensary  usually  when  he  has  himself  had  some  experience 
in  an  Institution  devoted  specially  to  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

It  has  been  found  that,  as  we  should  desire,  a  few  practi¬ 
tioners  in  close  touch  with  a  District  Tuberculosis  Officer  are 
developing  clinical  skill  in  the  detection  of  the  disease  in  its 
earlier  stages ;  and  as  time  goes  on,  demonstrations  to  general 
practitioners  at  the  various  dispensaries  would  benefit  both 
patients  who  are  developing  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the 
medical  man  who  has  the  first  opportunity  of  detecting  it.

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Workmen’s  Compensation  (Silicosis)  Act,  1918. 

The  object  of  this  Act  is  to  provide  compensation  in  the  ease 
of  workmen  who  suffer  death  or  disablement,  or  are  suspended 
from  employment  owing  to  the  disease  known  as  fibroid  phthisis 
or  silicosis  of  the  lungs. 

With  a  view  to  the  co-ordination  of  the  work  to  be  carried 
out  under  this  Act  with  the  general  tuberculosis  work  in  the 
Countv,  the  Local  Government  Board  decided  that  it  would  be 
a  great  advantage,  and  add  to  the  successful  working  of  the  scheme, 
if  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  of  the  Countv  Council  undertook  the 
duties  of  the  Medical  Officers  appointed  under  the  Scheme.  The 
view  was  taken  that  the  expert  knowledge  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers  would  be  invaluable  in  dealing  with  the  difficult  cases  of 
diagnosis  which  are  bound  to  arise,  and  in  view  of  the  special 
facilities  which  it  has  been  anticipated,  would  have  been  available 
for  x-ray  examinations. 

The  acceptance  of  this  scheme  by  the  County  Council  has 
involved  the  alteration  of  the  original  Dispensary  Areas,  as  orig¬ 
inally  planned,  to  allow  of  the  examination  of  Workers  in  the 
Sheffield  neighbourhood  without  interference  with  the  ordinary 
tuberculosis  work  of  the  Dispensary  Staff.  A  new  area  was 
formed  with  headquarters  at  Wadsley  Bridge,  and  a  separate 
District  Tuberculosis  Officer  appointed  whose  main  duties  consist 
of  the  examination  of  workers  in  the  Refractories  industries  in 
that  district. 

During  the  period  from  February  1919,  to  February  1920, 
1034  examinations  have  been  made  under  this  scheme  by  West 
Riding  Tuberculosis  Officers,  acting  as  appointed  Medical  Officers. 
The  distribution  of  these  in  areas  is  shewn  below  : —

In  his  report  on  the  work  in  the  Wadsley  Bridge  Area,  Dr. 
Sutherland  points  out  that  “  The  machinery  of  the  Act  is  devoted 
“  towards  eliminating  men  from  the  industries,  who  are  suffering 
“from  Silicosis  to  a  degree  such  as  to  make  it  dangerous  for  them 
“  to  continue  work  in  the  industries.  It  provides  no  machinery 
“  for  dealing  with  other  conditions  unless  silicosis  is  present. 
“Amongst  these  is  tuberculosis;  sixteen  cases  presenting  signs 
“  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  observed  in  whom,  owing  to 
“  shortness  of  time  in  the  Industries,  etc.,  no  silicosis  could  be 
“  present.  Steps  have  been  and  are  being  taken  to  have  these 
“  cases  brought  under  treatment  and  removed  to  a  better  occupa- 
“  tion.  There  were  also  9  cases  with  silicosis.”

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Average  period  of  residence. — Patients  generally  are  quite 
keen  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  for  treatment, 
but  it  has  been  found  that  in  many  cases  the  duration  of  residence 
in  sanatorium  has  been  curtailed  owing  to  domestic  and  other 
circumstances,  thus  lessening  the  ultimate  benefit.

Of  the  524  adult  males  admitted  to  institutional  treatment 
during  the  year,  401  were  classed  as  discharged  ex-service  men. 
Owing  to  the  necessary  preferential  admission  of  this  latter  class, 
a  grave  situation  presents  itself  in  the  advanced  stage  of  the 
disease  which  must  now  be  expected  amongst  civilians  before 
they  can  be  brought  under  treatment.  The  average  period  of 
delay  which  occurs  in  the  admission  of  adult  (male)  civilians  is 
now  nearly  four  months,  and  this  must  be  expected  to  display 
very  poor  results  from  the  treatment  received.  The  examination 
of  patients  on  admission  reveals  the  lamentable  havoc  which  has 
ensued. 


The  urgent  need  for  increased  institutional  accommodation 
for  the  count y  has  been  recognised  for  some  time,  and  even  with 
the  additional  beds  now  available  at  Middleton  Sanatorium,  a 
large  waiting-list  of  patients  (considerably  over  200)  still  remains. 
The  Committee’s  programme  includes  the  erection  of  a  new  sana¬ 
torium  for  the  exclusive  treatment  of  women  and  children,  and 
efforts  to  obtain  a  suitable  site  are  being  made  with  a  view  to 
alleviating  the  situation.

APPENDIX. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  LEGISLATION. 

1.  The  Ministry  of  Health  Act,  1919. 

Under  this  Act  a  Minister  of  Health  has  been  appointed 
Avhose  duty  it  is  to  secure  the  preparation,  effective  carrying  out: 
and  co-ordination  of  measures  conducive  to  the  health  of  the 
people,  including  measures  for  prevention  and  cure  of  diseases,, 
the  avoidance  of  fraud  in  connection  with  alleged  remedies 
therefor,  the  treatment  of  physical  and  mental  defects,  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  care  of  the  blind,  the  initiation  of  research,  the 
collection,  preparation,  publication,  and  dissemination  of  informa¬ 
tion  and  statistics  relating  thereto,  and  the  training  of  persons 
for  health  services.  There  are  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  all  powers  and  duties  of  the  following  : — 

L.G.E.  and  the  Insurance  Commissioners; 

Board  of  Education  with  respect  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  5  years  of  age ; 
BiOard  of  Education  with  respect  to  the  medical  inspection 
and  treatment  of  children  and  young  persons ; 
Privy  Council  and  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council 
under  the  Midwives  Acts,  1902  and  1918;  and 
Secretary  of  State  with  respect  to  the  administration 
of  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act,  1908  (which  relates 
to  infant  life  protection). 

2.  The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  (Revocation  of  temporary 

Regulations),  13th  March,  1919 

Revoking  the  notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  men  liable  for 
Military  Service. 

3.  The  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  etc.), 

Regulations,  1919. 

Requiring  the  notification  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia, 
Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  and  Trench 
Fever. 

4.  The  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

Making  it  the  duty  of  occupiers  to  take  the  necessary  and 
reasonably  practicable  steps  for  destroying  rats  and  mice.  The 
Authorities  to  enforce  the  Act  are  the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities 
in  their  districts  and  the  County  Councils  in  other  districts. 

5.  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1919. 

The  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  of  1919  requires  the 
provision  of  houses  for  the  working  classes  where  necessary,  and 
also  insists  upon  the  Local  Authorities  providing  a  Scheme  for  the 
exercising  of  their  powers  under  the  Act  and  under  certain  condi- 
tiqns.  The  loss  to  be  borne  by  the  Local  Authority  need  not 
exceed  the  product  of  Id.  rate. 
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The  above  Act  also  gives  power  for  relaxation  of  Bye-laws, 
and  in  the  miscellaneous  portion  there  are  many  important  powers 
for  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  existing  houses  and  the 
conversion  into  tenements. 

Under  Section  28,  the  Local  Authority  can,  where  the  owner 
of  any  house  suitable  for  occupation  by  persons  of  the  working 
classes  fails  to  make  and  keep  such  houses  in  all  respects  reasonably 
fit  for  occupation,  serve  a  notice  on  the  owner  requiring  him  within 
21  days  to  execute  such  works  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  the 
house  reasonably  fit.  Under  certain  conditions,  the  Local 
Authority  can  do  the  work,  and  any  expense  incurred  can  be 
recovered  from  the  owner. 

The  Town  Planning  portion  of  the  Act  simplifies  the  procedure 
for  Town  Planning  and  makes  it  obligatory  for  all  Urban  Districts 
with  a  population  of  20,000  in  1923  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
Ministry  a  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

The  Act  amends  also  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Act 
of  1 889,  under  which  the  County  Council  may  advance  the  money  to 
residents  in  any  house  in  their  area  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
him  to  acquire  the  ownership  of  that  house. 

The  amendment  now  enables  an  advance  to  be  made  of  85% 
on  the  market  value  of  a  house  where  such  value  does  not  exceed 

£800. 

6.  Housing  (Additional  Powers)  Act,  1919 

Providing  for  the  payment  of  money  to  persons  constructing 
houses  for  the  working  classes,  the  prohibition  of  building  opera¬ 
tions  which  interfere  with  the  provision  of  dwelling  houses,  and 
the  prohibition  of  the  demolition  of  dwelling  houses  which  could 
be  made  fit  for  human  habitation  without  reconstruction. 

Local  Authorities  are  empowered  to  issue  Housing  Bonds. 

7.  The  Local  Authorities  (Assisted  Housing  Schemes)  Regula¬ 

tions,  1919. 

Giving  the  terms  on  which  grants  will  be  made  for  building 
houses 

8.  The  Ministry  of  Health  (Temporary  Relaxation  of  Bye-laws) 

Regulations,  1919. 

Making  it  possible  for  local  authorities  to  relax  their  Bye-laws 
under  certain  conditions.  For  instance,  houses  may  be  built 
of  wood  if  otherwise  suitable. 

9.  The  Board  of  Education  (Midwives  Training)  Regulations, 

1919. 

10.  The  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

11.  The  Local  Authorities,  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order, 

1919. 
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12.  The  Public  Health  (Measles  and  German  Measles)  Regulations, 

1915,  Rescission  Order,  1919. 

Making  it  unnecessary  to  notify  cases  of  Measles  after  31st 
December,  1919. 

13.  The  Public  Health  (Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute 

Polio-Encephalitis)  Regulations,  1919. 

Extending  previous  Regulations  of  1918.  Notifications  of 
these  diseases  to  be  continued  until  the  Ministry  by  order  otherwise 
directs. 

14.  The  Public  Health  (Cerebro-spinal  Fever)  Regulations,  1919. 

Providing  for  the  supply  of  serum  and  vaccine  for  treatment. 

15.  Rescission  of  Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations,  6th  May, 

1919. 

Rescinding  the  Regulations  about  the  ventilation,  etc.,  of 
places  of  public  entertainment.
